The application has been amended as follows: This application is in condition for 
allowance except for the presence of claims 19-30 and 41 directed to an invention non- 
elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 19-30 and 41 have been cancelled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Amended 
claim 1 now includes replacing a cascade plate with another having a configured orifice 
to effect a target process condition such as target ionization voltage, target pressure, 
and target resistivity. Quirk et al. (US 5846330) used to reject claim 1 under 35 USC 
103(a) in the previous office action, only provides for replacing what may be considered 
a cascade plate to effect a process condition, but only explicitly provides for changing 
flow rate or flow pattern of the gases by changing the size of the orifices. Quirk et al.

does not provide for changing the specific process conditions and configuring the orifice 
to do so as cited by the applicant in the presently amended claim 1. Though changing 
the cascade plate of Quirk et al. may effect these conditions in some way, as was 
discussed in the previous action, the plate is in no way configured to effect these 
conditions as the applicant claims. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
